Hints to First Basemen. 


Practice catching with either hand, you 
will need the accomplishment. 

When balls are thrown low, try to block 
them at least. 

Don't hug your base to the point of let- 
ting a wide ball get past you. 

Don’t leave to the pitcher the handling 
of flies that fall to his left. 

Have the pitcher cover the bag on all 
balls hit to his left. 

Play deep in the field, so that you can 
make ground plays on the run. 

Go after every fly ball near you—the 
captain will call if it is not yours to han- 
dle.

First basemen do not have to be tall.

One of the most exasperating features of 
the game with men on bases is the neces- 
sity of the first bageman to coyer ground 
balls and at the same time be prepared for | 
throws from catcher or pitcher. 

With a man on first a tap down the line 
is a hard proposition. First basemen must 
never wait on a ball like this, but go in 
after it fast. Sometimes, especially with 
left handed first basemen, ft is possible to 
head off the man at second. Usually it goes 
as a sacrifice. 

In these cases an understanding with the 
pitcher must be had as to what balis he 
will cover and when he is to take care of 
the bag. 

Another annoying feature is to keep tab 
on a pitcher who is repeatedly trying to 
nail a@ man off first. It is difficult to put 
it on the runner.in time. Let the runner 
have a clean way to the bag and make 
your play to catch him through your speed 
in putting the ball on him. 


A baseman's duty and a flelder’s as well 
is always to be ready for the next play, aft- 
er completing one. Consequently, when you 
have taken the throw to first, the baseman 
should have the field in his mind and get 
ready to head off with a throw any at- 
tempt on the part of runnerg to adygpnee.
